Triplane Designed to Bomb 
Berlin Carrying Four Tons 
of Explosives 


There has Just been completed in 
KIIgland the largest aeroplane ever 
constructed. It to a triplane, and to 
one of the two ordered for the Royal 
Air Force prior to the signing of the 


or ml Mice. Its object 


bombing Berlin, and, la addition to 
carrying eight guns. It was equipped 
to carry sixteen, bombs weighing MO 
pounds each, equivalent to more than 
four ordinary tons of explosives. 
Utilised for peaceful uses, this mon¬ 
ster aeroplane could carry more than 
fifty persons within the fuselage, 
which is ten feel In diameter, but the 
designers have planned another ma¬ 
chine with a fuselage of sixteen feet 
diameter, capable of carrying ninety- 
two passengers. * 

This huge aeroplane was designed i 
by W. G. Tarrant, built by the Tar¬ 
rant Aircraft Constipictlon Company, 
and assembled at F&rnborough. Mur¬ 
rey. where it now Is awaiting its trial 
flights. The fuselage to seventy-six 
feet In length, without a single wire 
to obstruct the vision, and a dear pas¬ 
sageway. The three tiers of wide 
plonee resemble, it is said, the decks 
of an ocean . liner, the top one being 
thirty-seven feet above the ground. 
The span of th* largest plane Is 131 
feet. That to the middle one, the other 
two being ninety-eight feet long. They 
have a totul surface area of U,ooo 
square feet. 

The propelling force consists of six 
Napier engines, developing 3,000 horse 
power Of the six propellers four are 
two-blgd*-.!. twelve feel six inches di¬ 
ameter. tractor -screws, arranged two 
in line between the middle and lower 
and middle and upper planes respec¬ 
tively, and the remaining couple, at 
the back of the plaries, are four-bluded 
propellers of ten feet six inches diam¬ 
eter. The starting system to set run¬ 
ning from the engineer's compartment. 

Heats for two pilots are raised well 
within the nose, advanced some ten 
or llveive feet before the planes »nd 
propellers, so they have g perfectly 
clear view. For fighting purposes, 
each pilot would have had a light ma¬ 
chine gun by his side. 

Immediately behind the pilots’ seats 
is a room In Which the engineer 
stands, with various levers for work¬ 
ing the engines.

Like Metecules of s Gas. 

“On the other hand, many stars, some 
quite far apurt In the heavens ns seen 
by us. are found to be rrtated members 1 
of a single family through the posses¬ 
sion of inotmn having similar direction 
and velocities. We have learned also 
that our sun. as may well be expected, 
partakes of thia general motion of the 
stars and. with Its planetary system. Is 
moving in the general direction of 
Vega's pres4*nt position with a velocity 
of about twelve miles a second. Bull 
further. ‘It has been found that there 
are several streams of stars moving In 
opposite directions through space, each 
member of a stream gloving in the 
same direction. 

“The motions of the stars are viewed 
as akin to the motions of the molecule* 
of a gas: they move in a direction de¬ 
termined by the power of gravitational 
attraction alone until something hap¬ 
pens to change It, a collision with a 
fellow-star, for Instance, whereupon 
they assume a new path. In a gas this 
happens millions of times a Second, 
but among th# stars, according to cal¬ 
culation. it may be expected only twice 
in a million years, for in spite of the 
large number of stars, they are very 
far apart. 

\ “On any fine night you can see the 
remarkable belt of stars called the Qal- 
uxy. or-Milky Way, stretching from 
horizon to- horlxon. It is remarkable 
that the number of atara gathered here 
should be so extre/hely great, compared 
with oth*r (•ortlona of the sky. Suppose 
thf visible stars occupy * finite, al¬ 
though very large, volume of space and 
are pretty evenly spread throughout 
this volume., which bus a shape like a 
book or. say like a millstone, that is, 
much thinner In one direction than in 
the other two. If we are in Ihe centre 
of such n block' of spare and look out 
along the direction of the thinner di- 
mention. we would see fewer stars 
ii w* iev^e* 1 through the thicker 
part.

It is 
bordered still by the high park wall 
and broad moat designed against pry¬ 
ing democratic eyes on the neighbor¬ 
ing road.

Bismarck arrived on October 6, and 
for nearly five months lived .in the 
hottsc of a Mme. Jesse, In the quiet 
Rue de Provence. It wus a three- 
storey, slate-roofed house within u 
high-walled courtyard, and at the hack 
looked over a small garden, in which 
the Iron Chancellor used to walk for 
exercise.

J>n the table in the 8al»n there was 
a timepiece that has become legendary. 
Bismarck's satellite, Busch, describes 
it ns "an old-fa# iloned chimney clock 
with a fiendish figure in brcnxe Idling 
hls thumb. Thin demon." Up adds,

gotiations which ted to the treaties 
with the Houth German Btatcs, the 
proclamation of the German Kmperor 
and Kmpire. and urterwarda to the 
surrender of Paris and the prelim¬ 
inaries of peace, ail of which wore 
signed In this Kit Ion." 

Thither. In fact, came kings and 
princes, ministers, umbassadors, depu¬ 
ties and the French envoys, Thiers and. 
Favre. Upon them looked the figure 
on the clock; and then towards ihe 
last came Mme. Jesse. Frenchmen are 
persuaded that Bismarck stole the 
>clock; Busch.says Mme. Jesse demund- 
I ed £ 240 forf it. The Chancellor, ac¬ 


cording to hls henchman, afterward# 
remarked that she perhaps valued the 
"impish figure which mode such faces- 
— as a family portpctlt." 

This story of a generation ago hits 
a smack »»f partible about It. To un¬ 
quiet consciences the spirit of history 
may well seem & "dsmou grinning sar¬ 
castically." The glory of Bismarck 
und hls king is as dead to-day an Quit 
of Louis Quatorxe.'’ But it is no petty 
revenge that time brlngr. with the 
German delegates to \ er***H»etr. If 
they have eye# to see. It may be tho • 
dqwte of u lie iter sge for their people, 
a# well a# for the rest of mankind.

volume treatise on Plotinus by W. R. 
Inge, Dean of SL Paul's—which The 
London Times, in a voluminous re¬ 
view, at once seixoa upou-ns the t ^t l f _ 

of a showing that the philosophy of 
the neo-Platonists was more or less 
miraculously destined as a preparation 
of the world for Christianity, which is 
now the all-sufficient mysticism. 

If Plotinus were indeed accepted 
by the present time as an expres¬ 
sion or a satisfaction of its need for 
a leader at once mystical and ration¬ 
al. the Ume could hardly make a bet¬ 
ter choice, for-almost anything can 
be found in him.
